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THE CONVERSION OF DANG 
NIENG GANG. 
Mr Dang is a fine young nan 


of Pagoda ‘Auchorage. He grad- 
uated from the. Theological 


Seminary at the end of 19033,. 


and was at once placed over a 
small church where he is doing 
cool work. He was fortunate 
in securing a fairly well educat- 
ed € hristian virl for his wife and 
she too is doing valuable service 
among the women and children. 
Mr. Dang has prepared us a short 
account of the circumstances 
which led to his conversion and 


subsequent studying for the min-. 


istry, a translation of which we 
vive below. He says: “In my 
early days I had my father as 
teacher in the study of the Chi- 
nese language and literature. 
“He became much interested in 
reading Christian books and un- 
derstood their teachings. In the 
year 1886, having failed in secur- 
ing his second deyree at the 
provineial examination, he de- 
cided to give up striving for 
higher promotion and to give his 
attention to the service of Christ. 
At that time he was employed 
in the yamen at the Arsenal at 
Pagoda Anchorage. On the Sab- 


bath I regularly accompanied 
him to Foochow and attended 
service at the Methodist Church 
outside the South Gate of the 
city, where the preacher was a 
Mr. Hu. This continued for 
several months. Then on ac- 
count of the distance and the 
inconvenience of going by boat, 
we went to the chapel at Yang- 
seng where the preacher was 
Mr. Lau. Mr. Hubbard, the mis- 
sionary, had a good reputation, 
was pleasing in manner, very 
persevering in explaining the 
truth, and his mind was con- 
strained by the love of Christ. 
We observed the man and saw 
that his conduct was worthy of 
praise, but father and son still 
doubted in respect to the truth 
and only half believed it. 

“One day I received the power-. 
ful enlightening influences of 
the Holy Spirit and believed 
that God was truly man’s ever- 
living and only Father in Heav- 
en; that his grace, goodness, love, 
power and w isdom, were extreme- 
ly vreat and incomparable; that 
he made all things, and that 
there is nothing that is not de-. 
signed for the “benefit of man. 
Then 1 determined to utterly 
abandon all idolatrous practices, 
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and vowed to observe properly 
the Sabbath and study the Bible. 
he next year, in the Autumn, 
I had trouble with a glandular 
swelling on my neck, and my 
parents, day and night, were 
very anxious about it. But my 
inind was at rest. I constantly 
studied the Gospels which tell 
so much of Jesus’ miracles in 
healing persons, and of his great 
power to redeein from sin and to 
save the soul. I constantly com- 
forted nyself with these thoughts 
and prayed without ceasing.. Af- 
terwards, by God’s favor, I was 
helped by Dr. Whitney and in 
four months I was entirely well. 
On this account I was greatly 
moved by God's gracious favor, 
and believed that Jesus is indeed 
the Savior of man. Our sick 
nesses are all on account of ales 
and as God desired to put sin 
away, Jesus became man and 
his body was nailed to the cross 
to redeem men from sin. Those 
who believe on him, not only are 
benefitted physically, but their 
souls receive great peace and 
hereafter eternal reward. 

“IT believe that the Holy Spirit 
is the third person in the Trinity. 
He is not simply created, from 
the creation of the heavens and 
earth. Nor is he a successor of 
Jesus. 
beginning or end, He leads and 
transforms men. Those who be- 
hieve and rely upon him have 
power and can understand deep 
mysteries. From the time when 
I learned the truth, I have ex- 
perienced his assistance in an 
increasing degree. He has given 
me an earnest mind to search the 
Scriptures which God has in- 


He is a Spirit without. 


spired for us. 

“In the year 1898,in the Spring, 
Mr. Hubbard called my father 
to be a writer for him, and set 
me to teaching school. Father 
and son one after the other re- 
ceived baptism and partook of 
the Lord’s supper, at the chapel 
on Pagoda Island. This was 
because the missionary wished 
us to join near our own place of 
residence. From the time of 
my entering the church, I fear- 
ed that I should come short in my 
duty, in wishing to repay one 
ten thousandth part of the Lord’s 
favors. To do even this would 
be a great happiness. Then I 
went out day times to talk about 
the truth, and at night diligent- 
ly read the Scriptures: I did not 
seek for payment in money. 

“At that time the old men and 
fathers in the village all were 
pleased. In two years there 
were over twenty believers and 
learners. The missionary on the 
Sabbath frequently sent a preach- 
er; the young and the old would 
meet in the temple and listen to 
the truth from the Bible. Oc- 
casionally when there was no 
one to preach I would speak, 
and we began to consider the 
building of a church. : 

In the winter of 1900 my 
father sickened and when con- 


fined to his bed would take his 


pen and write words of deep 
meaning. I myself had a strong 
desire to become a preacher. I 
felt that it was God’s purpose in 
respect to us. Then also receiv- 
ing my father’s injunction, | felt 
more urgent in the matter. So 
I gave up the school and return- 
ed thanks to my employer.~ In 
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1901 I was favored in being allow- 
ed to enter the Theological Sem- 
inary to study. Since entering 
the seminary I have experienced 
much sadness. In the autumn 
of 1902 in the 7th month my 
younyer brother died. Further, 
in the summer of 1905, my 
mother left me. Alas! alas! my 
vrief was deep, and ny eyes tear- 
ful. What feeling have these 
things caused me. 

“From the time that I had evi- 
dence of faith in Christ-1 was 
not negligent of duty. I took 
hold of Paul’s statement that ‘all 
things shall work together for 
ood to them that love ‘God; and 
derived comfort from his words. 
At that time there were those 
at the arsenal who tried to lead 
me astray, some persons of in- 
finence tried to hinder me in my 
course, and some tried to per- 
suade me to change my business. 
All the various trials were hard 
to resist. But I prayed and 
sought simply to obey the will 
ef God. Afterwards, by the good 
favor of God, I was able to mar- 
ry a Christian wife from the 
Foochow Girls’ College, a Miss 
Wang. This was especially pleas- 
ing tome as all my fanily friends 
wished me to marry a heathen 
wife, but fortunately I was able 
to resist doing so. I[ hope that 
hereafter we shall assist each 
other, with united mind, in do- 
ing the Lord’s work. To be able 
to” greatly benefit women, the 
preacher should have a wife to 
assist him. 

“Now my three years’ course 
of study is nearly through and 
remembering my late trials which 
it is’ difficult to record fully, I 


would wholly iely on God’s 
abounding grace, the assistance of 
Jesus and the leading of the 
Holy Spirit, and in accordance 
with the mind of God save my- 
self and others, so that hereafter 
I may in fishing catch a full net, 
and in reaping gather to the 
vlory of our Father in heaven. 
In accomplishing this, I shall 
not fail in my purpose to be a 
chosen disciple of Christ. Ites- 
pectfully written and presented 
to all wy instructors with re- 
quest for their prayers in my 
behalf. Amen.” 


Mr. Dioxa’s Work AT 
PONASANG. 

The Girls’ College and Pre- 
paratory School have had a share 
in the. great blessing brought to 
our mission by Mr. Diong, the 
Chinese ev angelist. 

was at ‘Ponasang from Oct. 
18-25, holding one, two anid 
three meetings daily. 
Most of the services were held 
in Baldwin Hall, and beside the 
pupils from both schools, a good- 
ly number of women from the 
neighborhood were in attendance. 
At Mr. Diong’s suggestion, an 
early morning prayer meeting 
was started, which has been con- 
tinued up to the present time. 

His Bible readings were very 
simple and full of illustrations 
from common life which were 
easily understood. Sin was point- 
ed out in all its blackness, and 
the love of Christ and His sut- 
ferings were so depicted that 
few hearts were untouched. 

Each service was preceded and 
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followed by a season of prayer, 


and special meetings were held 
for the teachers and assistants, 
at which Mr. Diong kindly met 
their difficulties and deeply im- 
pressed them with the reponsibi- 
lity resting upon them for the 
souls of the pupils whom they 
teach. Special emphasis was laid 
upon Bible study and the Morn- 
ing Watch. Some of the teach- 
ers at his suggestion are now 
reading Isaiah in course, and 
meeting at night to talk over 
and help each other with the 
passage read in the. morning. 

As we look back upon the 
work done we realize that many 
of the girls have come into a 
deeper experience than ever be- 
fore, and others have learned to 
know Christ for the first time. 
They are more careful in their 
conversation, more earnest In 
prayer and Bible study, and more 
deeply interested in their evan- 
velistic work. 

Mr. Diong has a winsome per- 


sonality, an humble spirit, and. 


feeds upon the word of God. He 
seems to have been raised up to 
do just the work needed now 
in this part of the Fuhkien Pro- 
vince, and God is using Lim 
mightily,

Foccuow NOTES. 


The autumn semester opened 


September 28, with considerabie 
additions to the force of foreign 
and native teachers. One hun- 
dred and eighty students have 
been in attendance during the 
term, including ten who were 


not in school last spring. The 
total attendance for the year 
thus comes to two hundred and 
thirty. The large classes in the 
first years have been provided 
with better instruction through 
the help of additional teachers, 
and only a small part of the 
special tutoring has been left in 
the hands of student instructors 
as in former years. Special work 
in drawing, music, and physical 
drill with good apparatus has 
added to the interest of the 
work, and all departments of in- 
struction in the school will soon: 
be on a very satisfactory basis. 
Mr. Newell is laying substantial 
foundations in language work for 
a strong scientific department, 
Which.we hope will soon mater- 
lalize. Its development will 
vreatly strengthen the excellent 
reputation which the school now 
has among foreigners and Chinese 
of all classes in Foochow. 


The new recitation hall of the 
College is an exceptionally satis- 
factory building. From the iis- 
sionary residences on the top of 
the hill where our city compound 
is located the building is ap- 
proached by a convenient cause- 
way leading to the third story. 
It stands back some thirty feet 
from the lower street where is 
the main entrance to the College 
grounds. Large and well-fitted 
recitation rooms and a commod- 
ious chapel where the morning 
aul evening prayers and the 
students’ meetings can be held 
supply a want which has been 
sorely. felt in the past, when 
cramped old buildings in a dozen 
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different places, now happily all 
done away with, had to be fitted 
up to supply the needs for dor- 
mitory, recitation. and asseinbly 
rooms. A wonderful amount has 
been accomplished with the funds 
for college enlargement given by 
Mrs. Hanis, and great credit is 
due to those who have worked 
out the scheme of the enlarge- 
ment, doing so much with so 
small an outlay. Where a col- 
lege in America needs $125,000 
for a single building, we are able 
with a tenth of that sum to 
provide housing and place for 
instruction for hundreds of stu- 
dents of newly awakened China. 

The religious training of the 
students in Foochow ‘ollege hits 
always been a definite and ab- 
sorbing aim of the teachers, but 
it is not often that they have 
been able to report such definite 
blessing in the work as this 
autumn. Many elements have 
contributed to this result. The 
presence of the Seminary stu- 
dents and teachers in the College 


community has been a notable 


spiritual help, and among the 
Chinese teachers in the College 
there are several whose deep 
earnest piety has had a great et- 
fect upon the students. The 
morning chapel, with the earnest 
talks hy the teachers, the active 
spirit in the Y. M. C. A. follow- 
ing the smnmer conference 
Which some of the members at- 
tended, all were preparations for 
a most remarkable work of God’s 
Spirit in the school under the 
preaching of a native evangelist, 
Mr. Diong. This man had been 
converted nearly twenty years 
before through the influence of 


his uncle, who had first heard 
the Gospel in our Ponasang Hos- 
pital. After many vicissitudes 
of temptation and spiritual cold-— 
ness he had come to a profound 
conviction of sin, and had given 
himself tomostearnest prayer anc 
persistent study of God’s word. 
These causes produce the same 
effects in China as in America and 
he had become a Spirit-filled man, 
mighty in the Word of God and 
in prayer. His influence over 
the boys in the school, as in 
many other places where he has 
hell meetings, was most pro- 
found, and it was not a mere 
temporary influence, for the 
steady determination of many of 
the students not to let the re- 
vival spirit die out is manifesting 
itself continuously since the close 
of the short period Mr. Diong 
could be with us. We cannot 
but rejoice with especial joy that 
not only did God’s Spirit work 
mightily among us, but that the 
long- cherished “hopes of all had 
been realized, in that he is using 
a Chinese evangelist to accom- 
plish his wonderful work. Dr. 
Arthur Smith of our North Chi- 
na Mission, who was a visitor at 
the time and assisted In some of 
the regarded as one of 
the most memorable things he 
had seen in Foochow this. proot 
that .God could: use a Chinese 
Christian as completely and pow- 
erfully as he has used a Finney 
and a Moody in America. The 
Ineetings of uhe revival were care- 
fully planned, and besides spe- 
cial meetings for different classes 
of the students and for the teacb- 
ers, there was in the series of reg- 
ular meetings a systematic de- 
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velopment of the truth presented, 
leading on from the awful guilt 
ancl punishment of sin to the 
ternble suffering and wonderful 
love of Christ for us. The lead- 
ership of the meetings was not 
in any sense in the hands of the 
missionaries. The Chinese teach- 
ers and the preachers in the city 
churches, especially the pastor 
of Peace Street church, labored 
faithfully and earnestly, but the 
whole progress of the meetings 
was distinctly under the enidance 


‘of the Holy Spirit. The first 
meeting was a story of Mr. 
Diong’s conversion told very 


simply and earnestly on Satur- 
day evening; the next day there 
were three nfeetings, and meet- 
ings in the day and evening on 
Monday and Tuesd:y, closing 
‘with a final service W ednesday 
morning. Tuesday night 
— seventy-two of the students had 
handed in their names as (desir- 
ing to be Christians, and on that 
evening many of them stood u 

for the first time and openly 
professed Christ before men. 
When we hear of students whose 
parents threaten to disinherit 
them if they join the church, as 
in the case of one at least of 
those who stood up at that time, 
we realize the mighty power of 
God which is using this Chinese 
evangelist to bring his own people 
to Christ. Over forty of the num- 
ber who sent in their names ap- 
plied for admission to the church 
at the communion, and part of 
the number were received, but 
as it is necessary to be extreme- 


ly careful about preparing can- 


didates for church membership 
in China, the remainder are be- 


ing watched over and taught in 
special student group prayer- 
meetings, by the personal work 
of the earnest Christians in the 
upper classes and the teachers 
till they are fully prepared to 
enter the church. The wave of 
revival spirit which is sweeping 
over all our churches in Foochow 
is manifesting its unabated power 
in the daily life of the college, 
and its influence is sure to be 
deep and lasting. 


The larger grounds of the col- 
lege which were secured for the 
new Recitation Hall served a 
novel purpose one day in the 
last part of November. The re- 
vival service held by the three 
missions together was appointed 
for our Peace Street church, but 
we all recognized that it was far 
too small to accommodate the 
crowds who would come. So the 
seats from the church and. the 
college chapel and several reci- 
tation rooms were moved out to 
the shady side of the building, 
and nearly a thousand people 
gathered there and held a very 
profitable service. An outcome 
of this meeting was another for- 
ward step in aggressive, evan- 
gelization in Foochow, the organ- 
ization of the “City Street Evan- 
gelistic Band” which its 
first out door-preaching service 
the following Sunday in the open 
square in front of the Viceroy’s 
yamen. 


The visit of Dr. Arthur Smith 
to Foochow provided an oppor- 
tunity to make the influence of 
the College felt among classes 
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hitherto not specially reached by 


eur Christian educational insti- 
tutions. A yublic lecture in 
Mandarin by so eminent a 
scholar as Dr. Simith was sure 
to command the attention of a 
wide circle of influential men. 
Invitations were sent to the 
officials and gentry of the city, 
and these invitations were sec- 
onded by the personal recom- 
mendation of Hon. &. L. Gracey, 
the American Consul, 
Hon. E. b. Drew, the Commis- 
sioner of Customs, with such 
cood effect that an audience com- 
posed of the highest officials of 
both civil and military ranks, 
expectant officials and native 
college presidents, to the number 
of thirty-two, gathered in the 
assembly room of the college and 
listened attentively for an hour 
to a carefully reasoned discussion 
of the present conditions in Chi- 
na. The Tartar General and 
Acting Viceroy of Fukien and 
he-kiang provinces was detain- 
ed by illness, but. a few days 
previously had invited Dr. Sinith 


to an interview in his vamen and 


listened carefully to conversation 
about the conditions in China 
and ways of bettering them. In 
his address Dr. Smith advanced 
from concrete illustrations to ab- 
stract principles and from the 
materialistic aspects of China’s 
prosperity to the essential char- 
acter of its citizens, if they are 
to attain such prosperity. It was 
the social gospel preached as we 
here in Foochow have never be- 
fore been able to proclaim it to 
those in places of authority and 
influence, an emphasis on the 
need of character to secure a na- 


and by: 


tion’s greatness, and simple ex- 
planation of the only source of 
influence which will develope 
righteous character. The pres- 
ence at such a gathering under 
the auspices of a large, well- 
established missionary college, of 
men like the Literary Chancellor 
representing the now defunct sys- 
tem of government examinations 
for degrees, the presidents of na- 
tive colleges ot the old learning, 
as well as directors of the new 


yovernment schools on western 


models everywhere being  at- 
tempted, and the goverment ofti- 
cials themselves charged with oe 
task of creating such schools, 
was wonderfully suggestive af 
the immensely difficult educa- 
tional problem which now con- 
fronts China and all the friends 
of China. What will the mis- 
sionary college do to meet the 
problem? T he native educational 
leaders are not averse to listen- 
ing to our suggestions. Would 
that we might be able to say 
the word which would convinee 
them that “the fear of the Lord 
is the beginning of wisdom, anid 
the knowledge of the Holy One 
is understanding”.

MEMORIAL SERVICE IN HONOR 

oF REY. CHARLES HARTWELL. 

On Tuesday morning a large 
congregation ‘gathered together 
to a service In memory of Rev. 
Charles Hartwell who passed to 
his reward at the beginning of 
this year. Rev. LI. Lloyd of the 
English mission, Rev. My ron Wil- 
cox of the Methodist Episcopal 
mission and Pastors Ding Cung 
Sieng, Lau Maing Sik and Ling 
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Caik Nok of Inghok, made short 
addresses. | 

Mr. Hartwell was connected 
with mission work in Foochow 
for fifty-two years. He saw the 
work in its small beginnings and 
also in the day of large things. 
When he came there was not. a 
Christian convert and now they 
number thousands. <All the 


speakers united in heartfelt praise 


of this veteran missionary. We 
caught glimpses of those early 
days s when the servants of foreign- 
ers changed their surnames to 
hide the disgrace of serving a 
foreigner, when the missionaries 
were hated and frequently mob- 
bed or followed by showers of 
broken tiles and other missiles, 
and met by the cry “Wall, kill,” 
when the Christians were few 
and weak. In those days Mr. 
Hartwell faithfully sowed the 


seed and laid foundations for 


broad and profound knowledge 
of things Chinese. At one time 
to get. closer to the Chinese he 
went to Diongloh and lived in a 
native house and preached and 
sold tracts. 

We weie again reminded of 
the large interests of the man. 
He was tireless in his work for 
temperance and to his influence 
is due to a large extent the pres- 
ent condition of temperauce in 
Foochow and to some extent in 
China. He early saw the curse 
of opium and worked hard to 
rescue opium smokers. Among 
his literary works there are many 
pamphlets which are very highly 
regarded by the Chinese such as 
the Three Character Classic, giving 
a summary of Christian doctrine 
and quite a number of hymns. 


He also did much work on the 
translation of the Bible. He in- 
terested himself in all sides of 
Chinese life. Early he saw the 
harmful character of the clan 
fights in Diongloh and wrote a 
pamphlet urging the Chinese te 
give up such internecine Wars. 
He interested himself in anti- 
foot-binding and the intermar- 
riave of heathen with Christians. 
In fact there was not a phase of 
life with which he was not pro- 
foundly acquainted. sy the 
Chinese he was universally loved. 
Many were: the simple testimo- 
nies of love and regard by the 
Chinese. 

At the close Pastor Caik Nok 
spoke of the memorial chapel 
which the church at Kal Nguong 
Lau is planning to erect. to the 


‘memory of Mr. Hartwell. This 


church celebrated its tenth annti- 
versary. It was organized by 
Mr. Hartwell ten years ago. In 
that time it has grown to over 
forty and is a recognized force 
in the community where it is 
situated. The members them- 
selves subscribed five hundred 
dollars toward the memorial. 
The rest of the money necessary 
will he furnished by the friends 
of Mr. Hartwell here in Foochow 
and in America. The church is 
located in the heart of Foochow 
not far from the Viceroy’s 
yamen. The money already in 
hand for the new chureh build- 
ing will purchase a fine lot in 
view, 70x 80 feet. On this it is 
proposed to erect a simple brick 
church seating about 156, also 
in connection with the church a 
room for the sehool and the 
woman's Class. L. Hodous. 
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This society is the out-growth 
of the C. E. Society in Foochow. 
Early in the summer an attempt 


-was made to form an Endeavor 


Union in Foochow City uniting 
the Christians of the Tnglish 


‘mission, the Methodist, and the 


Congregationalists. It was found 
early that the nameChristian En- 
deavor would have to be dropped 
because the Methodist brethren 
had their Epworth League. The 
name adopted is the Christian 
Revival Society. The object of 
organization is to bring about a 
revival among the Christians of 
Foochow. The society meets 
wherever there is a call. The 
meetings are held on Friday af- 
ternoon of each week if soime 
church feels the need. Each 
church of Foochow is usually rep- 
resented by a preacher and two 
members at least and there are 
venerally others. There is a 
short address followed by prayer 
and testimony, and at the end op- 
portunity is given for confession 
of sin and allegiance tu Christ. 

The Dudley Memorial was 
crowded. On the ground floor 
were the members of the three 
churches working in Foochow. 
The well-dressed, quiet, recep- 
tive congregation impressed Mr. 
Beard of the Y. M. C. A., who 
sail that he never saw such a 
large congregation of such char- 
acter in Foochow. Dr. Arthur 
Smith was very much impressed 
by the clean-looking men and 
women. 

The program was very simple. 
There was an address by Dr. 
Arthur Smith on the great apos- 
tolic revival. Mr. Beard spoke 
on the revival spirit now evident 


in the world. The choir from the 
Foochow College sang the great 
historical revival hymn, “A migh- 
ty fortress is our God.” The 
Foochow College boys and the 
girl pupils of the Ponasang pre- 
paratory and college department 
sang Mr. Alexander’s hymn, “Oh, 
what a change.” The service 
was most lnpressive and helpful 
to all.

But our sister 
Methodist mission lost a very 
valuable worker by this disease, 
in the death of Rev. James Sim- 
ester, who had recently been 
made dean of their theological 
school. | 


Dr. Arthur Smith, from Pang- 
chuang in our North China Mis- 
sion, made us a visit in Novem- 
‘ber which was greatly enjoyed. 
He visited several stations of our 
own and other missions, and spoke 
at several meetings especially ar- 
ranged for him, the most notable 
of which was one with Chinese 
officials, an account of which is 
given by Mr. Hinman in his 
College Notes. 


We call attention to the first 
article, an account of “The Con- 
version of Dang Nieng Gang,” as 
a typical illustration of the way 
the heathen are led by a slow 
process and often in devious 
paths from gross darkness to the 
sunlight of God’s truth, and 
eventually, in some cases, de- 
veloping into valuable helpers. 


It will be seen by different 
accounts of our last quarter's ex- 
periences how the Lord has been 
blessing our work in a special 
manner. This will be good news 
to the home churches and a fur- 
ther encouragement to pray and 
work and give for the support 
and extension of our work. Let 


us not lose sight of the fact that — 


God reigns and that according 
to His method of bringing things 
to pass He has made it necessary 
to use material means and human 
agents as the channel of blessing 
to others, and the regular order 
of advancing His kingdom on 
earth, so that we all, whether at 
home or in the mission field, are 
under obligation to sacrifice of 
our means and energy toward 
the furtherance of His will. 


The picture in this issue is 
that of pastor Ding and famui- 
ly of the Diongloh city church. 
He is one of the most faithful, 
careful, wise and trustworthy men 
in our Chinese service. He was 


formerly a fair Chinese artist, 
and for some years ‘illustrated 
the Sunday school lessons on the 
blackboard at Geu-Cio-dong, the 
present Dudley Memorial church.

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He was afterward a trusty clerk 
for Mr. Ahok, the Chinese mer- 
chant who yvave ten thousand 
dollars to Lelp found the Anglo- 
Chinese College some twenty-five 
years ago. He was sent ly Mr. 
Ahok to Japan to open at branch 


store for a time and so had his — 


vision broadened by seeing some- 
thing of the world outside of 
China. He later had a remark- 
able dream in connection with 
our Mr. S. F. Woodin’s counsels 
with him as to his duty to prepare 
for the ministry. This dream 
with other circunistances finally 
led him to study to become a 
preacher and after preaching a 
few years as a student preacher 
he was called to the pastorate of 
the Diongloh church without 
having taken a regular seminary 
course or even een licensed as 
a regular helper. But he has 
filled the position admirably for 
over ten years, has grown both 
spiritually and intellectually dur- 
ing that period, and has recently 
received a more special blessing 
of the Spirit, and been chosen 
leader of a special evangelistic 
campaign in the Pagoda Anchor- 
age and Diongloh fields. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF 1900.

Once again we have had our 
vreat body of Christian workers 
together for a week of conference 
and uplift. The week November 
8-15 was a feast of rich things. 
We had with us Dr. Arthur H. 
Smith of North China who for 
the first time in many years 
brought us the greetings of our 
brethren in the North.

Each morning following the 
early prayer meeting came the 
hour devoted to reports of the 
progress of the work in the dif- 
ferent fields. Each station re- 
porting in turn.

Memorial School Diongloh. 

The opening of the Boys’ 
Boarding School at Inghok. 

The progress made by one of 
our growing young churches in 
Foochow City to erect a large 
and commodious church ap a 
memorial to Mir. Hartwell, who 
opened a street chapel there ten 
vears ayo. | 

The growth in members and 
the revival in Foochow College. 

A real work of God and un- 
paralleled opportunities in the 
chapels throughout Inghok. 

And perhaps most significant 
of all, the organization «luring 
the summer by the preachers 
and pastors of our churches of 
an aggressive evangelistic cam- 
paign which has grown to em-. 
brace churches of all the muis- 
sions at work in Foochow. This 
movement has already been much 
blessed and seems to be destined 
under God to awaken the church- 
es to greater activity for saving 
men and women. 

Pastor Diongof Shaowu brought 
to the meeting a ringing message 
and a call to more whole hearted 
service. In two powerful ser- 
mons he spoke out of his large 
experience in the work and out 
of a heart aflame with earnest- 
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ness directly to. the hearts of 
the preachers assembled. 
Perhaps the convention will 
be remembered longest for the 
~presence and the daily sermons 
of Mr. Diong, an evangelist 
raised up by*God from the na- 
tive church, and who has been 
widely used in the churches in 
this region. 


REVIVAL MEETINGS. 
Rev. L. Hodous. 


Our annual meeting was the 


result of a great many spiritual 
forces working at present in Foo- 
chow. The summer conference 
of the Y. M.C. A. awakened. a 
number of our college students 
and some of our preachers to the 
fact that they had great spiritual 
needs as yet unsupplied. It 
brought before them ideals which 
they had not realized. The prom- 
inent figure at the summer 
conference was Mr. Diong Iu- 
seng. He impressed all with his 
life of prayer and the simple 
earnestness of his message. There 


has been also a great volume of | 


prayer since last year. Last 
year the Kuliang prayer union 
was formed. The object of this 


union is to pray for the descent 


of the Holy Spirit upon the 
Christians of Fuhkien Province. 
As a result of this prayer union 
which has members among the 
Chinese and missionaries of Fub- 
kien as well as in all parts of 
the world there were revivals in 
Amoy and Foochow. 


This year we felt even more 


the cumulative power of prayer. 
All came to our annual meeting 


with expectant hearts and they 
were not disappointed. There 
were three leaders of the meet- 
ings; Mr. MeLachlin who gave 
talks on John the Baptist, Peter 
and Jesus; Pastor Diong from 
Shaowu and Mr. Diong Iu Seng. 

Each morning a_ devotional 
ineeting was held. After that 
followed an hour of reports from 
our stations. Then followed the 
talks on The Preachers of the 
Bible, by Mr.McLachlin. The first 
was on John the Baptist. In this 
Mr. McLachlin brought out the 
reasons why Christ called John 
the greatest of men. (1) John 
hated sin first in his own life and 
in the lives of others. (2) John 
considered his mission of witness- 
ing for Christ to be the greatest 
mission. (3) John’s message was 
Christ’s message, namely “The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 
Here came the practical and 
searching question. How near 
is my message to Christ’s mes- 
sage? How much is my life like 
Christ’s life”? (4) John was coura- 
geous in addressing men, in giv- 
ing others an estimate of him- 
self. The impression of this 
searching talk will not be very 
soon effaced from the hearts of 
those who heard it. The talks 
on. Peter followed the same prac- 
tical line, and were very effective. 

The most prominent figure of 
the meeting was Mr. Diong lu 
Seng. Mr. Diong is a preacher 
in the Anglican Church. When he 
was a small boy, an uncle of his 
went to the Ponasang Hospital 
to he healed. During his stay 
of two months, he heard enough 
of the gospel to convince him 
that the idols were false. So

when he eame to his home he 
took his idols down and sinashed 
them. This aroused the anger 
of the whole household, but the 
idols were his own and his rela- 
tives could do nothing about. it. 
This was perhaps the boy’s first 
introduction to Christianity. He 
Christianity for many 
years, being encouraged in this 
by his mother. F inally however 
he became a Christian and enter- 
ed the boys’ school of the Ang- 
lican mission. . The first few 


years In the school were vears of 
joy in his new-found faith, 


but 
soon reading the scripture ceased 
to be a help. After graduation 
he taught school in Kucheng but 
though outwardly earnest his 
life was full of sin and hypocrisy. 
It was not till he was over thirty 
that he finally gave up all selfish- 
ness and hypocrisy and felt the 
Spint’s power in Ins life and 
heart. From that time on he 
has given himself entirely to the 
Lord. 

One of his heart - searching 
talks was on God’s judging Chiris- 
tians. He pointed out that God 


judges the method of work 


Christians, whether the work 

done with energy and zeal, 

Whether it is done lazily. That 
God judges the character of the 
work whether good or bad. God 
judges the motive. He told of a 
preacher who regarded himself 
very highly. One night he open- 
ed his Bible and his ‘thoughts re- 
verted to himself and his virtues. 
Ile fell asleep. In his sleep he saw 
an angel with scales. The angel 
sail that he came to weigh his 
character. At this proposition the 
preacher was somewhat startled,

but he submitted to the ordeal. 
At the first trial his goodness 
tipped the scales at one hundred 
pounds. He was much rejoiced 
and was congratulating himself 
inwardly when the angel an- 
nounced that the weighing pro- 
cess was not yet completed. He 
must be weighed again. At the 
second weighing it was found 
that fifty pounds of his goodness 
Was hypocrisy, or as the Cli- 
nese express it, false goodness. 
The sudden reduction of his 
goodness by fifty pounds was 
very disheartening and he trem- 
bled when the angel said that 
the true weight was not yet ob- 
tained. On the next weighing 
the angel told the preacher that 
much of his goodness consisted 
in what other people who saw 
him at a distance called goodness. 
His friends, his personal admir- 
ers, his family, saw much good- 
ness which in reality did not 
exist. For this thirty pounds 
more was taken away. The man 
had left only twenty pounds of 
coolness. He hoped the trial was 
over, but the angel announced 
that: he would have to undervo 
another test on the scales. Some 
of his goodness consisted In what 
he himself considered goodness. 
For this nineteen pounds had to 
be taken away. This left the 
man With only one pound of real 


voouness. Then the man awoke. 

Mr. Diong is a powerful preach- 
er. The great truths of the 
Christian religion have taken 


hold of him as they have of very 
few men among the Chinese. He 
preaches from a close constant 
fellowship with God im prayer 

and from a personal experience 
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of the great verities of the Chris- 
tian religion. The great central 
truth of his preaching around 
which all else revolves is the love 
of God to every man be he Chris- 
tian or heathen. God loves him 
and is reaching out for him with 
his fatherly love. His sermons 
on sin, Christ’s  self-sacrificing 
love, God’s forgiveness, are very 
powerful. Perhaps more power- 
ful than his words is his life of 
prayer. He does not preach un- 
less he spends one or two hours 
in prayer before-hand. Before 
every meeting which he led he
